More than 100 volunteer 
greeters from Waltham Forest 
are trained and ready to 
help visitors find their way 
around the borough during 
the London 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

The Waltham Forest Welcome 
project will see local volunteers 
greeting thousands of visitors to 
the borough during the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. They 
will be based at areas such as 
train and tube stations during 
busy periods. Their first job will 
be to help people find their way 
during Waltham Forest’s leg 
of the Olympic Torch Relay on 
Saturday 21 July. 

Throughout the Olympics the 
uniformed volunteers will provide 
visitors with information on the 
local area, help with directions, 
give advice on transport options 
and provide handy tips for getting 
around crowded areas. As 
residents the volunteers are also 
best placed to tell visitors about 
local attractions, shops, 
cafes, pubs and restaurants. 

As well as helping play their 
part in the Games and being 
the ‘face’ of Waltham Forest, 
the volunteers have received 
free training in customer service, 
health and safety and how to 
be an effective ambassador for 
their neighbourhoods. 

The volunteers, who were 


chosen from hundreds of 
applicants, will receive a number 
of exciting rewards from the 
Council as a thank you for 
volunteering to play their part in 
the London 2012 Games. 

Council Leader, Chris 
Robbins, told Waltham 
Forest News: “We chose the 
volunteers because they were 
all enthusiastic people who 
are passionate about Waltham 
Forest. We thought that they 
would be the perfect people to 
show visitors what is best about 
our borough during the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games.” 

The volunteers will all work 
at least five, four hour long 


shifts during the busiest days 
of the Olympic Games or 
Paralympic Games. 

Volunteer Kaye Bullock 
said: “I’m looking forward 
to welcoming people to the 
borough and helping them 
find their way. 

“Doing the volunteer training 
has been wonderful, and I’ve met 
lots of different people. We’re all 
different ages and from all over 
the borough, but have got on 
really well. I think the fact we’re 
such a diverse bunch is great, it 
really reflects the borough and 
people who live here.” 

Fellow volunteer Frankie 
Conway added: “When London 


won the bid to host the Games 
it inspired lots of people in sport, 
and I was definitely someone 
who took a lot from it. The 
Games will be the culmination of 
a lot of hard work, and I’m really 
happy I’m going to be part 
of it. It’s truly a once in 
a lifetime experience.”

a As a keen athlete and 

resident of Waltham Forest, 
which as we know is 
one of the Olympic Host 
Boroughs, I cannot wait 
for the start of the London 
2012 Olympic Games. 

My love for athletics grew 
from my natural love for sport. 

At school I was a good runner and often came first 
in my races. My Mum also worked as a swimming 
teacher and taught me how to swim at an early age. 
Shortly afterwards I met Ralph Robinson from the 
Council’s Sports Development Team and joined the 
local triathlon club. It was through him and my training 
buddy Becky Hewitt that I was introduced to Orion 
Harriers running club in Chingford. I improved as 
a runner and eventually represented Essex on two 
occasions in national competitions. 

Being a member of Orion Harriers has also enabled 
me to play a role in the London 2012 Olympic Games. 
Between Monday 6 and Friday 10 August I will be at 
the Olympic Park volunteering as a Games Maker. My 
job will be to carry the athletes’ kit onto the track and I 
will get to meet many of my heroes. It’s a once 
in a lifetime opportunity. I am so excited to be a part 
of the Olympics, I just cannot wait for August. 

After the Games I plan to go to university in China 
where I will train and prepare for the 2016 Olympic 
Games in Brazil. My objective is to represent the UK 
in the Triathlon. There are no guarantees in sport, but 
hopefully I will be selected to compete at the 2016 
Olympics in Rio de Janeiro. I know I can make it, 
as long as I train hard and believe in myself. 

I owe so much of my athletic development to 
my mother’s encouragement. If young people want 
a career in sport, their parents should support 
and encourage them as much as possible. I doubt 
that I would have progressed this far without my 
mum’s guidance. 

For me, it is clear to see that the Olympic Games 
are already having a positive impact on young people. 
Olympians have been visiting schools, helping boost 
and inspire young people to get into sport. This is a 
good thing because I have seen lots of teenagers drop 
out of sport between the ages of 16 and 18. Young 
women in particular often pull out of sport as they reach 
their late teens. I hope that the London 2012 Games 
will motivate young women to get into or stay in sport. 

I believe that London 2012 will be a great spectacle 
for young people from all backgrounds. I can’t wait 
for the Games to begin.

William Morris is arguably 
Walthamstow’s most famous 
son: an artist, craftsman, 
thinker and campaigner 


whose influence changed the 
face of design as we know 
it and whose influence is still 
felt to this day in fields as 
diverse as fashion, fine art 
and interior design. 

The new displays tell 
Morris’s story, beginning 
with his early days in 
Walthamstow, reviving 
traditional craft techniques, 
the influence of diverse 
cultures, the success of his 
business Morris & Co. as well 
as his campaigns for social 
equality and the environment. 
The Gallery, which offers free 
entry to all, has something to 
inspire everyone from original 
wallpaper designs to stunning 
stained glass windows, 


elaborately illustrated 
books and the satchel 
Morris used to distribute 
socialist pamphlets. 

The new special exhibition 
space will also open with 
a fittingly stunning display, 
Turner Prize-winning 
artist Grayson Perry’s 
‘Walthamstow Tapestry’. 

“I admire Morris for the 
range and depth of activity he 
was able to explore and the 
lasting influence he has had. 

“I love ornate pattern and 
this is where Morris excels, his 
work has a joyous sense of 
design that provides 
visual delight and is 
immediately accessible 
to everyone.

means I am extremely 
delighted that my 
Walthamstow Tapestry is 
the first temporary exhibition 
in the transformed William 
Morris Gallery,” says Perry.

E10 5NE), Leyton Cricket 
Ground (High Road Leyton, 
Leyton El 0 6RJ) and 
Walthamstow Town Square 
(High Street, Walthamstow 
El 7 7JR). All three events 
are open from 4-7pm. 

The evening will end with 
a fantastic free ticketed 
celebration at Waltham Forest 
Town Hall, which starts at 
5pm. The Council will provide 
local talent in the shape of 
street dance group UnityUK, 
teenage singing sensation 


Rhythm Kour Collective. 

You can also enjoy the 
sounds of Rizzle Kicks and 
Britain’s Got Talent dance 
duo Twist and Pulse thanks 
to Coca-Cola, Samsung 
and Lloyds TSB - the official 
Presenting Partners of the 
London 2012 Olympic Torch 
Relay. Waltham Forest’s final 
torchbearer of the day will also 
light a celebration cauldron. 

Tickets for the evening 
celebration were distributed 
via random ballots run through 
the Council’s Big 6 events 
website. A small number of 
tickets will be available on the 
door from 4pm on Saturday 
21 July. These are strictly first 
come first served and sadly the 
Council cannot guarantee entry 
to the event. However, there is 
the opportunity for residents to 
watch the final handover of the 
day on the Town Hall steps. 

The Torch will travel 
through Waltham Forest from 
approximately 6pm. Part of 
High Road Leyton will be 


and there will be rolling road 
closures along the rest of 
the route from 6pm to 8pm. 
Traffic diversions will be in 
place and vehicles will be 
held at junctions to allow the 
Torch Relay to pass. There will 
be parking restrictions along 
the whole route from 8am 
to 12midnight on Saturday 
21 July. Any vehicles parked 
along the route will be taken 
to the vehicle pound to 
allow the torch to pass 
through the borough.

Walthamstow 
Station development 


Work is well underway 
on an economy 
boosting redevelopment 
project that began at 
Walthamstow Central 
Station in December 2011. 

The seven-storey residential 
block has now been erected, 
and sits at the heart of 
a significant regeneration 
project in the town centre. 

This already includes the 


rejuvenated street market, 
along with a series of 
improved shop fronts set to 
be unveiled in the next couple 
of weeks. Recently news 
broke of plans to open a new 
multi-screen cinema on the 
nearby arcade site in 2014. 

The development is an 
important part of the Council’s 
‘Creating a better place to live’ 
campaign to do more

to improve the borough’s 
streets, and attract better 
shops and leisure facilities. 

The £20 million station 
regeneration project will provide 
69 residential apartments, with 
50 per cent affordable housing, 
five new retail units and a 107 
room Travelodge Hotel that 
is anticipated to boost spend 
in the local economy by 
around £1 million per year. 

The development has also 
created a number of new jobs 
for local people - with over half 
of the people working on the 
site living in Walthamstow or 
neighbouring postcodes.

Celebrating the Olympic Year 

Waltham Forest Council has five key priorities to help improve the lives of residents - 
in this edition we look at the work done to help make the most of the Olympic Year 


This summer Waltham 
Forest will take its place 
in history as one of the 
host boroughs for the 
London 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Even before the first medal 
has been won, things are 
off to a great start, and 
thousands of local people 
have attended the first four 
of the Council’s Big 6 events. 

The Big 6 was organised 
by the Council to help 
residents celebrate the 
Olympic Year and say ‘thank 
you’ for their understanding 
given the disruption the 
Games will bring. 

More than 12,500 residents 
visited Winter Wonderland 
in December 2011. Visitors 
got the chance to show off 
their skating prowess on a 
300 square metre ice rink in 
Leyton’s Coronation Gardens. 

And the Olympic Year 
truly started with a bang 
as thousands of families 
attended the New Year 


Fireworks events held on 
Monday 2 January. Over 
6,300 people attended the 
event in Highams Park, 
with another 5,800 turning 
up to the event at Marsh 
Lane, Leyton. 

Saturday 19 May saw 
more than 7,000 residents 
dancing up a storm at Party 
on the Pitch, held at Leyton 
Orient Stadium. Local people 
were treated to top 40 hits 
courtesy of Cover Drive, The 
Saturdays, Alexandra Burke 
and Scouting for Girls. 

More recently over 9,000 
people enjoyed a spectacular 
night of entertainment at 
Urban Classic on Thursday 5 
July. The concert saw urban 
artists Ms Dynamite, Fazer, 
Skepta and Devlin collide with 
the 85-piece BBC Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Council Leader Chris 
Robbins, told Waltham Forest 
News: “Thanks to Olympic 
funding residents have seen 
new employment, training 


and businesses opportunities 
as well as improvements to 
their streets and shop fronts. 

“The Big 6 is helping 
make the Olympic year 
unforgettable for our 
residents, bringing the 
community closer together 
and providing memories that 
last a lifetime. 

“I’m pleased there has been 
such a spectacular turn-out 
for the events. I can’t think of 
a better way to welcome the 
Olympics, and judging by the 
thousands of happy people 
I’ve seen at the events I’d 
say plenty of Waltham Forest 
residents agree.” 

The Council aims to pay 
for these events through 
sponsorship and one off 
income generated by the 
Olympics. 

And there are still two 
fantastic Big 6 Events to 
enjoy. The 2012 Festival of 
Sport takes place at Waltham 
Forest Town Hall Complex 
(Forest Road, El 7 4JF) and 


Waltham Forest Pool and 
Track (Chingford Road, El 7 
5AA) between 11 am and 
7pm on Saturday 4 and 
Sunday 5 August. 

You can watch action 
from the 2012 games on 
giant screens, meet sporting 
professionals, have a go at a 
wide range of sports activities 
and meet people from local 
clubs. No ticket is required, 
just turn up on the day. 

The final Big 6 event will 
be the Forest Film Fest, 
which takes place from 
Friday 31 August to Sunday 
2 September. Leyton Cricket 
Ground (High Road Leyton, 

El 0 6PY) will be transformed 
into a dramatic outdoor 
cinema. There will be a 
film for everyone. 

From 12noon on Monday 
23 July until 12noon on 
Friday 3 August you can 
vote for the films you want 
to see. The six categories to 
vote in are: children’s Disney 
and Pixar, Alfred Hitchcock 


and horror night, sports 
related, general and action, 
blockbuster and classics. 

And that’s not all, in 
addition to the Big 6 on 
Sunday 5 August ‘Godiva 
Awakes’ will see a 10 metre 
high puppet of Godiva, 
powered by cyclists, travel 
through the borough. 

Starting from Ridgeway 
Park in Chingford, she will 
pass through the Crooked 
Billet roundabout and onto 
Waltham Forest Town Hall 
where she will be welcomed 
with art performances which 
highlight the best of Waltham 
Forest as part of the London 
2012 Cultural Olympiad. 

And you can still get your 
community involved in the 
2012 spirit. The Council gave 
every Community Ward Forum 
an extra £5,000 to distribute 
to local people to spend on 
street parties to celebrate 
the Olympic Games or the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 

You can still apply for funding 


for Olympic celebrations 
by emailing the Council’s 
Community Engagement 
Team. The amount of funding 
available depends on how 
much has already been 
spent in your area. 

As you can see, it’s going 
to be an outstanding summer. 
So make sure you get 
involved and make memories 
that will last a lifetime.

In addition to helping 
connect Leyton to the rest 
of London and adding to 
the regeneration of the 
area, the bridge ties 
to another key Council 
initiative - the promotion 
of cycling as a means of 
getting about the borough. 

“The Council recently 
agreed a ten-point Cycle 
Action Plan that outlines 


various ways to make the 
borough safer for cyclists,” 
explained Cllr Clyde Loakes, 
Deputy Leader and Cabinet 
Member for Environment. 

“Ruckholt Road is a major 
east-west artery which leads 
directly into the Olympic 
Park from Leyton and the 
south of the borough, so 
it will make a big difference 
to cyclists wanting to get 
in and out of Leyton. 

“The existing road 
bridge was inadequate for 
pedestrians and cyclists, and 
couldn’t be properly adapted 
or reconstructed. While 
getting the new bridge built 
before the Games was a big 
ask - given the tight timescale 
and major logistical issues 
associated with crossing 
a rail line - we’re now very 
pleased to have it open.” 


Walthamstow Market 


Love Your Local Market 
fortnight came to Europe’s 
longest outdoor street market 
in Walthamstow between 
Saturday 23 June and 


Sunday 8 July, celebrating 
the 125 year history of the 
market and highlighting 
the recent investment 
made by the Council. 

The new look Walthamstow 
Market was launched back in 
March with new branding and 
advertising, the introduction 
of new stalls, improvements 
to the stall layout, new 
canopies for stalls and 
new measures to increase 
recycling and cleanliness. 

The investment comes as 
part of an overall package 
to regenerate the borough 
totalling £23 million. The 
Council’s ultimate aim is to 
make sure that the borough 
is an area that people want 
to live in, spend their leisure 
time in and above all invest in. 

Love Your Local Market 
fortnight is a new national 
campaign to showcase 
markets of all types around 
the UK. The campaign was 
introduced in response to 
Mary Portas’s review on 
High Streets that made a 
recommendation to establish 
a national market day. 


Markets all over the country 
held events and Walthamstow 
was no exception, celebrating 
with a mixture of giveaways, 
information and entertainment 
on Saturday 7 July. 

As well as music and street 
entertainment, food stalls 
gave away free tasters to 
encourage you to love your 
market. Make the most of 
it and spend your money 
locally. It will be particularly 
handy during the Olympics 
when you can leave your 
car at home and avoid the 
inevitable traffic disruption. 


Bin collections 


One of the impacts of the 
Games will be increased traffic 
on the borough’s streets. 
Because it will be harder to 
get around, the Council has 
arranged for its contractors 
to alter bin collection times. 

During the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games the 
borough has been split into 
three zones, with collections 
in Chingford taking place from 
6am onwards, in Walthamstow 


from 4am and in Leyton and 
Leytonstone from 8pm. 

Councillor Loakes said, 

“We have had to plan to 
make sure we can continue 
to pick up residents’ bins 
each and every week. We 
also don’t want people 
sitting behind rubbish lorries 
during the busiest rush hours 
London will have ever seen.” 

The changes to collection 
times will only operate 
from Monday 30 July to 
Friday 10 August and from 
Monday 27 August to 
Friday 7 September. Collection 
days remain the same. 


Traffic schemes 


Residents are being urged 
to find out how Transport for 
London’s changes to roads 
during the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games will affect them. 

The Games will lead to 
road closures, diversions, 
traffic hotspots, temporary 
Controlled Parking Zones 
(CPZs) and changes to 
public transport, particularly 


between Friday 27 July and 
Sunday 9 September. 

Not only will there be 
LOCOG’s temporary 
Controlled Parking Zone south 
of Lea Bridge Road during this 
time, but a number of roads 
in Waltham Forest will also be 
directly affected by restrictions. 

The A12 westbound entry 
slip road at the Green Man 
Roundabout will be subject 
to morning closures between 
6am and 11 am, while the A12 
westbound and eastbound exit 
slip road at the Lea interchange 
will be closed between 6am 
and 12 midnight. 

There will also be a 
nearside Games Lanes for 
athletes and officials on the 
A12 westbound, close to 
the Lea Interchange. This 
will also operate between 
6am and 12 midnight. 

Because of these changes, 
a signed diversion route 
will be put in place along 
Whipps Cross Road and 
Lea Bridge Road. It is 
anticipated that there will be 
increased traffic and delays 
on this route and main roads

Shopfronts 


It’s important that as well 
providing physical regeneration 
- such as the new bridge 
detailed across the page - 
improvements also need to 
benefit the area and the people 
who live and work there. 

Leyton High Road is a good 
example of a street that has 
been dramatically improved 
by lots of investment, with 
new road surfacing, pavement 
improvements and upgraded 
street furniture. 

However, the improvements 
that have really caught the 
attention and imagination of 
people are the refurbishment 
of shopfronts that have been 
described as making the area 
look ‘more like Notting Hill 
than Eastenders’. 


The Council secured 
£475,000 in funding from 
the Government’s Working 
Neighbourhoods Fund 
to improve the look of 21 
shops. The work ranged 
from specialist conservation 
work; new signage; 
replacement or refurbished 
shopfronts and cleansing 
of the upper levels. 

Many have been 
painted in complementary 
pastel shades providing 
a consistent feel to the 
parades of shops. The 
improvements to the exterior 
of the shops have in turn 
led to many of the small 
businesses investing in 
refitting their interiors. 

Two further schemes in the 
borough are also underway, 
with similar improvements to 
shopfronts in Walthamstow 
due to be unveiled in a 
couple of weeks. Another 
scheme in Wood Street will 
be carried out in the New 
Year and the Council also 
hopes to extend the scheme 
to other parts of the borough 
if funded can be obtained. 


Jubilee Park 


One important development 
that is not a direct legacy of 
the Games, but nevertheless 
builds on the improvements 
in the south of the borough, 
is the opening of a new 
park in Leyton. 

Leyton Jubilee Park - 
formerly known as Marsh 


Lane Playing Fields and Ive 
Farm - is due to be opened 
on Wednesday 29 August. 

“The name has been 
chosen to mark the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee - an event 
hundreds of our residents 
celebrated with street parties,” 
explained Waltham Forest 
Council Leader Chris Robbins. 

The park covers 14 


hectares (34.5 acres) of 
green space and facilities 
will include a new bridge and 
pathway over Dagenham 
Brook, a new changing 
pavilion and new football 
pitches and play facilities. 

Additionally the Council is 
looking to provide enhanced 
nature reserve elements, more 
improved sports facilities, a 
new river walk and upgrades 
to all the entrances to the park. 

The Council is looking to 
add to its investment to date 
of over £2 million with various 
funders bringing extra money 
to the table which will hopefully 
fund a visitor’s centre. 

The development is an 
important element in the 
Council’s ‘Creating a better 
place to live’ campaign that is 
committed to doing more to 
improve the borough’s streets, 
and attract better shops and 
leisure facilities. 


Extra staff 


Because the Olympics is 
a one off event, Central 
Government provided 


additional funding through 
LOCOG (London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games) for 
additional street cleansing, 
refuse and recycling 
collections, park operations 
and improvements to the 
street and environment scene 
during the Games. 

In Waltham Forest 60 
additional street cleaners and 
31 park keepers/cleaners 
have been employed to assist 
the existing core staff who 
look after the borough. 

“It’s never been more 
important to present a clean 
and tidy borough,” said Cllr 
Loakes. “The eyes of the 
world will be upon us, so the 
extra resource we have put 
together for the Games will be 
doing a really important job.” 

Waltham Forest has 
a strong no-nonsense 
approach to environmental 
crimes such as littering and 
dog mess and the additional 
staff will help contractors 
Kier maintain the high level 
of service residents have 
come to expect. 


Fact file 

• The Council has received more than £1.1 million government 
funding via the Greater London Authority (GLA) to spend on the 
additional services that will be needed during the 2012 Games. 

• The planned daily event start time and finish time at 
the Olympic Park is from 9am-midnight with spectator 
changeovers between 12noon-1.30pm and 5-6.30pm. 

• An extra £650,000 is being set aside for additional waste 
management and street cleaning. 

• Friday 3 August and Saturday 4 August are expected to be 
the busiest days with 550,000 to 650,000 tickets available 
to London venues. 

• There could be a total attendance of 5.3 million people at the 
Games. There may not only be extra demand from spectators, 
athletes and officials but from people without tickets who visit 
London to watch the Games on big screens at the live sites or 
attend cultural events.

The renovation of the derelict 
Lion and Key pub, the street 
improvement works and the shop 
front works on High Road Leyton 
are all part of the Council’s work to 
create better streets for residents.

As residents prepare for 
the excitement of the 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games they’re also 
steeling themselves for 
congested streets and 
additional pressure on 
public transport. 

Waltham Forest Council is 
already ahead of the curve, 
having purchased a fleet of 
new bikes to help staff get 
from A to B rather than being 
stuck in traffic while local 
people wait for vital services. 

While we can’t promise 
the kind of cycling skills that 
would grant them priority 
access to the Olympic 
Velodrome, two public 
sector workers donning 
helmets and trouser clips 
will be Council Leader Chris 
Robbins and Chief Executive 
Martin Esom, both of whom 
have pledged to beat 
Olympic Traffic with the 
new acquisitions. 

“It’s about leading by 
example,” Chris Robbins, 
told Waltham Forest News. 


“We know traffic’s going to 
be a real issue come Games 
time and we’ve been doing 
our best to encourage local 
people to think about how 
they’re going to get wherever 
they need to go while the 
Olympics are underway. 

“Our staff are no exception. 
We’re encouraging Council 
workers to car share or 
otherwise change their 
routines to ensure services run 
smoothly. These new bikes 
will serve as an additional way 
to ensure visits aren’t missed 
and local people receive the 
services they rely on. 

“The bikes will continue 
to be used long after the 
Games have been and 
gone, helping us in our 
commitment to be a cleaner, 
greener borough that also 
boasts some very healthy 
employees.” 

The Council has 
purchased 22 new bikes, 
which bring the number 
of pool from a supplier in 
Chingford, demonstrating 


the Council’s commitment 
to procuring locally so as to 
boost the local economy. 

They were paid for with 
Olympic additionality funding 
- central Government funding 
that London boroughs had 
to specifically bid for.

Businesses in Waltham Forest should double check their Games time and emergency plans 


Businesses urged to plan 
for 2012 Games 

• Double check your business plans for the Olympic and Paralympic Games 

• Council offers free advice to help businesses plan for worst-case scenarios and take 
advantage of Olympic opportunities 


In just under two week’s 
time, the London 2012 
Olympic Games will begin 
and hundreds of thousands 
of visitors will be flocking 
to east London. But as well 
as excitement the Games 
will also bring disruption to 
Waltham Forest, and local 
businesses should double 
check that they can cope. 

With around 750,000 
people expected to visit the 
Olympic Park every day during 
the Games, residents will 
experience some disruption 
to their normal routines. 

One major problem that 
businesses will face is that 
roads are likely to be very busy. 

By now most businesses 
and organisations will have 
planned how they will cope 
with the disruption that the 
Games will bring. Make sure 
that you have spoken to your 
suppliers to ensure that they 
can deliver to your business 
outside of normal hours, such 
as night-time instead of rush 
hour. If you haven’t already, 
look at how your staff usually 
travel to work and see if they 
can walk, cycle or car share. 

As well as planning for the 
Games, you should also think 
about how your business 
would cope if there was a 
major incident, such as a 


flood, fire or power cut. 

The Council’s Civil 
Contingencies Joint Service 
team (CCJS) is on hand to 
help local businesses cope in 
the event of a major disaster 
and tell them how they can 
access real-time updates 
of any news affecting the 
borough during the London 
2012 Games. 

As well as planning for 
potential traffic and staffing 
problems it is also important 
that you plan for emergencies 
as they can affect your 
business’ financial well-being, 
reputation and very existence. 

Business Continuity 
Management (BCM) is the 
process of planning to ensure 
that your business can return 
to ‘business as usual’ as 
quickly and painlessly as 
possible in the event of a major 
disruption. 

It is vital you find out what 
you should do to get yourself, 
your business and your staff 
ready for an emergencies. 

Local business owners 
should sign up for the CCJS 
e-newsletter which gives handy 
tips and advice, as well as 
alerting businesses of potential 
problems such as road 
closures, disrupted services 
and any major incidents. 

Research shows that 


around half of all businesses 
who experience a disaster 
with no effective plans 
for recovery fail within the 
following 12 months - so plan 
now to ensure your business 
flourishes during the London 
2012 Games. If you haven’t 
made a plan, do it now. 

For residents the best 
source of advice for reliable, 
up-to-the-minute information 
about Council services or any 
incidents affecting the borough 
is the Waltham Forest Council 
website. The website will be 
updated several times a day 
during the Olympic Games to 
keep you up to speed with the 
latest news and advice.
